Plano’s first regional shopping 
center edged closer to reality Monday 
night. 
The City Council agreed to begin 
negotiations 
with 
Federated 
Department Stores on a million dollar 
site development project on the north­ 
west corner of the Dallas North 
Pkwy.-US 75 intersection. 
Federated and Sanger H arris, 
which will be a major tenant of the 
proposed shopping center, have asked 
the city to participate in site drainage 
and water and sewage facilities on the 
85 acre tract. 
Under the proposed agreement, the 
city would reimburse Federated for 
the 
improvem ents 
when 
funds 
become available. 
“We are pleased that the Plano City 
Council is welcoming us with this 
project,” Sanger Harris President 
John D. Miller said. “These far­ 
sighted city fathers see the need of a 
quality shopping mall in Plano and 
recognize its importance to the city’s 
growth. We appreciate this and the 


city’s help in getting this project 
underway. 
The two-level climate controlled 
shopping mall will be anchored by 
Sanger H arris with a 
full-line 
department store to serve Plano and 
the surrounding 
Northeast 
Texas 
area. 
The property is under contract with 
Hunt Properties, Inc. and the project 
requires formal approval by the 
Federated Board of Directors before 
construction and completion dates 
can be projected and other tenants 
can be announced. 
“We’re very excited about the 
prospects of a center in Plano,” Miller 
added. “ It is the fastest growing city 
in North Texas with an increase in 
population since 1970 of more than 
35,000 and with 433 new housing starts 
this year just through the end of 
March. It is our judgement that Plano

For many years, 
natural gas was the only fuel 
used to produce electricity at 
Texas Power & Light Company 
generating plants. It was plentiful 
and cheap But, in recent years 
uncertain supplies and drastically 
rising costs of gas have focused 
attention on readily available, 
lower-cost lignite coal. 


In the late 1960 s. TP&L and 
two affiliated Texas electric 
companies began a massive 
program to reduce their 
dependency on gas by 
constructing plants to use lignite 
The first plant was placed in 
operation in 1971 and another in 
1974. Others are under 


construction and being planned 
During 1976. nearly one-third of 
the electric power which TP&L 
supplied to its customers was 
produced at lignite-fueled plants 
and resulted in customer savings 
of more than $81 million. 


The price of electricity must con­ 
tinue to go up. however, because 
of the high cost of building new 
plants and other effects of 
inflation. But. as TP&L generates 
more and more electricity with 
lignite coal, the increase in price 
will be many millions of dollars 
less than if that electricity were

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Farming Exports 
Pay For Imports 


The wheat a local farmer 
is raising could very well 
pay for your foreign car, 
imported wine or 
new 
camera. 
This is because America 
exports more food and fiber 
products than it imports. 
This “favorable balance of 
trade” pays for 
many 
foreign products, a leading 
one today being the huge 
amounts of imported oil, 
points out Dr. William E. 
Black, marketing economist 
with the Texas Agricultural 
Extension Service. 
“The ‘balance of trade’ is 
the dollar difference bet­ 
ween how much we buy from 
overseas and how much we 
sell 
to 
the 
overseas 
markets,” says Black. “To 
buy the foreign goods we 
want, we have to sell 
overseas to get the money to 
buy. It’s much the same as in 
your 
own 
personal 
finanaces—you have to have 
an income before you can 
buy. 
“If you buy more than you 


mal », you go in debt. The 
more debt you have, the 
more shaky your financial 
situation is. After awhile, 
your credit isn’t as good,” 
notes Black. 


The same applies to this 
country, 
the 
economist 
explains. If we buy more on 
the foreign market than we 
sell, we have a negative 
balance of trade. If that gets 
too big, our dollar gets shaky 
in the international market 
After 
awhile, 
foreign 
markets lose faith in the 
value of the collar and it 
won’t buy as much overseas. 
“When the value of our 
imports is greater than the 
value of what we export, the 
deficit saps the strength of 
the U.S. dollar in foreign 
markets. As the deficit 
grows, the value of the dollar 
weakens and it takes more 
dollars 
to 
buy 
foreign 
p r o d u c t s .

That day was January I, 
1776, when the Minutemen 
and 
others, 
previously 
serving as volunteers or 
militia, were enlisted as 
soldiers of the Continental 
Congress. 
This “Great Union Flag”, 
or “Continental Colors”, was 
hoisted to the top of a 76-foot 
mast on the top of Prospect 
Hill in Somerville, Mass., 
which was then part of 
Charlestown, 
and 
was 
clearly visible to the British 
garrison in Boston. 
The Continental Colors 
was the father of the Stars 
and Stripes, but the reasons 
for its design are not known. 
It had the now familiar 13 
stripes of alternating red 
and white, symbolizing the 
13 colonies but, instead of a 
field of stars, it carried the 


Union Flag of Great Britain, 
for American independence 
was not yet declared nor 
desired. 
It’s remarkable how little 
evidence has survived about 
the flags actually used 
during 
the 
American 
Revolution. 
The modern 
spirit of American national 
patriotism did not exist then 
and the affection of citizens 
was primarily for their own 
colonies. A national flag was 
mainly used at sea or over 
forts. 
The Congress took no 
action on the Continental 
Colors and didn’t specify the 
Stars and Stripes until 
nearly a year after the 
Declaration of Independence 
had made another flag 
necessary. 
On June 14, 1777, in 
reviewing matters dealing 
with naval and maritime 
affairs, Congress resolved: 
“That the Flag of the United 
States be 13 stripes alternate 
red and white, that the Union 
be 13 stars white on a blue 
field representing a new 
constellation”.
